Farmers Tax Forms 
Are Available Here 
Farm ers 1950 income tax sug­ 
gested forms are mimeographed 
and will be available at the 
County Agent's office. They will 
be distributed free to those who 
call for them. 
These are some points to re­ 
member. 
There 
are very few 
changes in the tax law. You will 
notice that: (1.) Rates are high­ 
er, (2) “Carry backs” on losses 
incurred in previous years are 
shortened and “carry forwards” 
lengthened. 
For the farmer, particularly all 
of the other provisions are the 
same as last year. Same taxable 
incomes, same deductions. 
Remember, a farmer (2/3 or 
more of gross income from farm ­ 
ing) can either wait until Janu­ 
ary 15, 1951 to make his “Tax 
declaration for 1950” and make 
his final return by March 15 or 
he can simply make his final re­ 
turn 
by 
January 
31. 
County 
Agent Homer E. Thompson sug­ 
gests that farmers try to get in 
their final returns by January 31. 
No use fooling with two returns. 
If a farmer, however, doesn't | Bonita, 
file his “declaration” by Janu­ 
ary 15, he must file his final 
return by January 31. The law 
doesn’t provide for any extension 
of time.

The typical Oriental "saint” 
may be a man who never turned 
his hand to a piece of work in 
all his life. The typical western 
"saint” is likely to be a very 
busy and active sort of person. 
It is all the more interesting that 
Jesus combined both the western 
and the eastern ideas of religion. 
He was a man of prayer and medi­ 
tation, yet a man of strenuous life 
too.

Life of Action 
T 
HE Gospel by Mark, reliable 
tradition claims, actually comes 
from Simon Peter. During Peter’s 
missionary travels he used to speak 
often about the life and work of 
Jesus, and young John Mark would 
take down notes of what he said. 
Then later Mark worked up into a 
connected “gospel” many of those 
story-sermons. It is easy to believe 
the tradition, because this gospel 
sounds so much like what would 
appeal to Peter, a man of action. 
At any rate, in Mark we have 
very little said about Jesus* 
teaching, a great deal said about 
what he did. Jesus does not have 
a spare minute, not a day off. 
What about the rest of us? Sup­ 
pose some biographer were to write 
up you who read these lines. Sup­ 
pose he could use in his story only 
your actions, not your words or 
ideas. Would there be enough ma­ 
terial for him to write a book?

Words of Power 
W 
HILE Mark almost never tells 
us what Jesus taught, he does 
tell us that Jesus was a teacher In 
describing the synagogue-service in 
Capernaum Mark tells us the peo­ 
ple were astonished, and even two 
demon-ridden men w e r e struck 
down with terror. 
What Jesus said that aston­ 
ished the people and alarmed 
the demoniacs we do not know. 
Possibly Peter, who was there, 
njay have been too busy watch­ 
ing people’s faces to hear what 
Jesus was saying. However that 
may be, Jesus is here introduced 
to us not only as a doer but as 
a thinker and teacher. 
Life is not all action; it is also 
thought. Jesus’ acts were full of 
power; so and not less so were his 
ideas, words, teachings. Look at 
the rest of us again: We may be 
full of talk, but how much power 
is there in our ideas? 
• + * 
Straightway 
O 
NE word is found many times 
in Mark’s stories of Jesus: 
"Straightway" as the older versions 
have it,—that is, immediately. It 
is not just Mark’s style. It is his 
way of bringing out something im­ 
portant about Jesus’ life and habits. 
There were no blank spaces, 
no pages unwritten, no empty 
gaps, no waiting - around, in 
Jesus’ life. In his life one ac­ 
tivity followed on the heels of 
another. He had no time to 
waste, and he wasted none. 
Let the honest reader try to make 
a realistic budget of his time. At 
the beginning of a week let him draw 
up a kind of chart showing how he 
expects to spend his 16 waking 
hours each day,—so much for work, 
recreation, study and so forth. Then 
at the end of the week let him ask 
himself: Where did my time go? 
He will often have to admit that he 
did not really live the whole day, 
any day .—only parts of it. Living as 
a Christian means living one’s full 
time, living one of those 16 hours a 
day.

THE GOOD LIFE 


For the first time since the 
American revolution, with the 
exception of the War Between 
the States, the people of our 
country are faced with a stark 
test of faith. 
The conflict with 
world communism now is not to 
save the world for democracy, 
but to repel an enemy who is de­ 
termined to destroy in our own 
land the Christian idea of human 
dignity and individual liberty and 
the political system which up­ 
holds that ideal. 
Our faith and 
our strength is this ideal. 


As a nation, we came through 
World War II with little discom­ 
fort. Living standards have risen 
to record levels. 
So has the 
public debt which is exacting its 
toll in depreciating money. How­ 
ever it is evident that devalued 
dollars have not yet cramped 
our style. 
Last year, according 
to the Commerce Department, U. 
S. citizens spent a staggering 
$178,832,000,000. 
The fabulous 
“American way” is well illus­ 
trated in a current joke which 
defines a pedestrian as a motor­ 
ist who has found a place to park 
his car. 
The list of American 
“haves” could go on indefinitely. 
Already there are 8,000,000 tele­ 
vision sets in our homes—homes 
which are equipped with tens of 
millions of deep freezes, refrig­ 
erators, electric stoves, 
radios, 
washing machines, ad infinitum. 


In retrospect, after nearly two 
centuries of freedom and the 
boundless progress that only free­ 
dom could have achieved, it would 
be a wonder if we were not con­ 
fused when suddenly confronted 
with the prospect of a fight for 
actual survival. 
But the time 
when we can afford confusion 
has nearly run out. These words 
of Lenin, uttered thirty years 
ago, ring with new significance: 
“As long as capitalism and so­ 
cialism remain we cannot live in 
peace. 
In the end, one or the 
other will triumph—a funeral re­ 
quiem will be sung either over 
the Soviet Republic or over world 
capitalism. . . . We have to use 
any ruse, dodges, tricks, cunning, 
unlawful 
methods, concealment 
and veiling of the truth.” 
This is the ruthless concept, 
backed by vast military force, 
which is confronting America and 
che world. 
To meet it we will 
need more than arms and men. 
We will have to lay our sights on 
primary objectives and keep them 
there. 
We must forget the ado­ 
lescent fiction that material se­ 
curity is an unqualified “right”. 
The “rights” embodied in the 
American ideal are few and ele­ 
mental. 
They include equality 
of opportunity, freedom of speech 
and religion, and the protection 
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of private property. 
They are 
the tools with which the individ­ 
ual may achieve “life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness.” 
In a word, it is time we again 
understood what 
this 
country 
really stands for. Jom Dos Pas­ 
ses, the distinguished American 
author, has said, “this country 
was not founded to furnish glam­ 
orous offices for politicians, or to 
produce goods and services, or 
handouts of easy money. 
This 
country was founded to make 
men free.” In the wealth of ma­ 
terial comfort we have enjoyed 
so long, we have tended to for­ 
get that great truth. 
Now we 
must return to the simple fun­ 
damental — “this country was 
founded to make men free.” 
We face a two-faceted task. 
We must fight with all we have 
against 
our 
enemies 
outside. 
And, while we are undergoing all 
the sacrifices and trials that may 
involve, we must keep our people 
free. 
One of the greatest dan­ 
gers is that we may grant so 
much unlimited authority to the 
government that the system of 
checks and balances which stands 
between us and tyranny will be 
permanently destroyed. The prob­ 
lem of economic controls is a 
perfect 
example 
here. 
They 
should be imposed only if they 
are clearly necessary to imple­ 
ment the war effort. Otherwise, 
we will have control for con­ 
trol’s sake—which is the essence 
of dictatorship. 
Then our pro­ 
ductive capacity will be crippled, 
and, far more important, we will 
no longer be a free people—we 
will have lost the battle. 
We Americans have come to a 
climactic phase in the history of 
the good life. 
It is our duty to 
hold together for future genera­ 
tions the framework of freedom 
which made that good life pos­ 
sible.

GOSSETT BILL RE-INTRODUCED 
IN THIS 82nd. CONGRESS 


Washington. — The 
Gossett- 
Lodge constitutional amendment 
changing the method of electing 
the president and vice president 
was reintroduced on the opening 
day of Congress Wednesday by 
Rep. Ed Gossett of Wichita Falls 
who pledged a fight to have it 
approved by the 82nd Congress. 


The amendment, which would 
divide a state’s electoral vote in 
direct proportion to the popular 
vote for president instead of giv­ 
ing all the electoral votes to the 
candidate who received the most 
votes in a state, was passed by 
the Senate in the 81st Congress 
but was defeated in the House. 
The resolution must be ap­ 
proved by Congress before it can 
be sent to the states for ratifica­ 
tion.

There are only 181 members of 
tho Legislature—150 in the House 
of Representatives and 31 in the 
Senate, But there are hundreds 
o' others who come here when 
the lawmakers convene. 
Each legislator has his secre­ 
tary. There are dozens of typists 
and clerks. Many of the Melons 
will bring their wives and chil­ 
dren for the duration of the mm- 
siun. And then then* is what’s 
called the “lobby.” 
The lobby is divided up into 
many classes. A lobbyist may be 
one man who comes to Austin to 
Roe his representative and sena­ 
tor about a bill affecting a single 
county. 
There are frequent delegation* 
of varying numbers of citizen*, 
interested in this law or that. 
And there is the more or lees 
permanent "third house” as the 
lobby is sometimes called. This i* 
composed of persons who either 
live in Austin, or who come here 
to stay through every session, 
these are people who perennially 
i{‘present one or more interests, 
such as oil, public utilities, farm 
and ranch groups, and so on. The 
list is long. 
Dozens of bills, or proposed 
new laws, will be introduced, but 
there are three major subjects to 
which the Legislature must give 
considerable attention. These art': 
I. Re-dirfricting. The state, ac­ 
cording to the Constitution, most 
be divided up every ten years in­ 
to districts from which senators 
and representatives are elected. 
The reason for these ten-year 
changes is that the p o p u la te 
shifts, and the various parts of 
the 
state 
should 
bi* equitably 
represented, 
according 
to 
the 
number of their inhabitants. 
Despite the constitutional re­ 
quirement, the Legislature has 
neglected, for many years, to get 
the redistricting job done. But 
now there is a board whose busi­ 
ness it is to undertake the chore 
if the Legislature fails again. 
( hances are that the Legisla­ 
ture will tackle the task, rather 
than turn it over to the board. 
2. Financing. The cost of gov­ 
ernment keeps going up because 
the people keep demanding more 
services—mainly in the field of 
welfare programs, such as old 
age 
assistance; 
highways 
and 
reads; and education. 
All this 
costs millions. The question al­ 
ways is: 
Where is the mossy 
coining from? 
3. A fight between the trucks 
and the railroads. 
The railroads claim that big 
trucks 
damage 
the 
highways. 
Thus it may be that the railroads 
will call for a reduction in the 
truck gross load limit of 48,900 
pounds. 
The truck men point out that 
Texas has an axle-load limit of

The reasons why redistricting 
will be fought bitterly are pretty 
obvious.

average of population for each 
representative, and some seven 
or eight senatorial districts are 
below the average number of 
qualified voters. 
The n u m b e r s representing 
those districts must vote them­ 
selves 
out 
of office 
or 
into 
strange districts. 
Typical in regard to Senate 
representation is the 15th dis­ 
trict—composed of Austin, Col­ 
orado, Fayette, Lavaca and Wal­ 
ler Counties—as compared with 
the 16th district, which is Harris 
County. 
The 15th has 90,336 person.*, as 
compared with Harris County’s 
802,102. 
In 1920, when the last redis­ 
tricting occurred, the 15th had 
107,108 persons as compared with 
Harris County’s 186,667. The dis­ 
parity was much worse in 1940, 
when the 15th had 100,207, and 
the 16th, 528,961. 
In 1920, every county in the 
15th except Waller was larger 
than it is now. 
Other Examples 
The district is similar to four 
which have fewer than 120,000 
persons. 
Representative 
districts 
are 
just as bad. 
There 
is 
Freestone 
County, 
with 15,644 persons (and 23,264 
in 1920) which gets one repre­ 
sentative with the same vote as 
any of the five Harris County 
legislators 
representing 
more 
than 160,000 each. 
Wise County, with 16,092, also 
has one representative, and the 
110th district, composed of Arch­ 
er and Clay Counties, has 16,703. 
The differences weren’t so big 
in 1920. Then Harris County law­ 
makers represented an average of 
37,000 each and Wise County had 
23,363 persons and the Archer- 
Clay district 22,118. 
Small - district representatives 
are going to do everything short 
of ignoring the law to avoid re­ 
districting, and if it can be done 
i through legal attack, that prob­ 
ably will be tried.
